The four returnees, led by Cap- 
tain-elect Bob Constanzo, include 
Jack Clifford, Steve Kokernak 
and Bob Kulesza. This group and 
ten additional squad members se- 
lected by Coach Dyson have been 
working out daily at the college 
gym in preparation for the sea- 
son’s opener against Rhode Island 
College at the local gymnasium 
on December 1. An attempt is 
being made to actually open the 
season earlier with the Lancers 
playing a game against former 
Lancer stars. 


Coach Dyson, a Holy Cross 
College grad and member of that 
college’s fine basketball teams of 
the early fifties, will be embark- 
ing on his third season at the 
Lancer helm. Highly successful 
with his first two teams (each 
went to the finals of the confer- 
ence title round before bowing), 
he states, “We'll have our work 
cut out for us this year. We lost 
three fine ballplayers through 
graduation in Tom Murphy, Bert 
Bolduc, and Paul Welcome.” 


~ Captain Constanzo and Clifford 
will both be playing their fourth 
season here at State. Junior 
sharpshooter Steve Kokernak, the 
team’s leading scorer last season, 
will be back for his third year as 
a backcourt starter. Burly soph 
starter Bob Kulesza will be re- 
turning also, but his fellow starc- 
er as a frosh, Dick Lamothe, will 
be sidelined this year because: of 
an injury. In addition, ‘senior 
Dick Denechaud, Coach Dyson’s 
sixth man, will also be forced to 
sit out this season.

The last two basketball sea- 
sons at WSC have seen our very 
own Lancers advancing to the 
final round of the tournament for 
the conference title.

Mr. Dyson came to WSC in 
March, 1959, having been ap- 
pointed a teacher of physical 
education and basketball coach.

at Falconer (N. Y.) High School. 
He had held this position for 
nearly three years. The thing 
that prompted him to leave Fal- 
coner most was that he would be 
back in his hometown once again. 

A South High graduate of 1947, 
Mr. Dyson gained All City All 
Stars honors in baseball as a 
first baseman and in basketball. 
He prepped at Worcester Acade- 
my and upon graduating from 
the Union Hill school, where he 
excelled in sports, he enrolled at 
Holy Cross in 1949. 

At Holy Cross he played var- 
sity baseball and basketball for 
three years. He was a first base- 
man on the 1952 Crusader nine 
which won the N.C.A.A. cham- 
pionship at Omaha, Nebraska. 
He was graduated from Holy 
Cross with a B.S. degree in edu- 
cation. 

In 1953, foliowing acceptance 
of his diploma, Mr. Dyson en- 
tered the U. S. Army and served 
with the “Indianhead”’ division 
which captured Heartbreak 
Ridge and Old Baldy in the Ko- 
rean conflict. While in the serv- 
ice, Mr. Dyson was a member of 
the 7th Infantry Division basket- 
ball team which ran up a string 
of eighteen straight in winning 
the service hoop title. 

Upon his discharge, Mr. Dyson 
entered Boston University where 
he received his M.A. in Physical 
Education in June of 1956. He 
was appointed baseball and bas- 
ketball coach at Falconer the 
same year. 

Mr. Dyson is married to the 
former Ruth Ellen Hamley of 
Worcester and they reside at 
their home in ‘Spencer. 

Yes, the last two seasons at 
WSC have seen our very own 
Lancers advancing to the final 
round for the conference title 
and this year may not be an ex- 
ception. We may have different 
players than in these years gone 
by, but we still have the same 
fine coach: Francis T. Dyson.

Worcester State College’s 
Cross-Country Team took its 
first victory of the season No- 
vember 2 as they reversed an 
earlier defeat to Nichols College, 
26-29. The win thus gave our 
harriers a 1-3 won-lost slate on 
the season. Earlier they had lost 
to Nichols 29-26, Worcester Tech 
47-18 and Assumption, by a sim- 
ilar score. 


This is the first such team in 
the history of the college that 
has been supported by the school. 
They do not receive any financial 
support, however. Ground work 
for the team was enacted by 
1961 grad Gordon “Hap” Har- 


harrier coach, John Mockler, 
said this year’s captain, soph.

The deliberate-type 
set offense which is a trademark 
of a Dyson-coached team will be 
retained however.
